One of the small children of Mr.

crop , no com has been boug ht in 
Rushville for ship ment. 
For several 
weeks the g rain men of the city have 
been buying small lots of corn for 
immediate local use, but there is too 
much sap in the g rain and cob to risk 
ship p ing . 
It is dry enoug h to p ut in 
op en p ens and small cribs, and it is 
also dry enoug h 
for 
shelling , 
but 
there is so much 
moisture 
in 
the 
g rains th at it would be dang erous to 
ship it. 
Most of the demand now io • 
corn is for exp ort trade, and it must 
be so dry th at there will be absolute.y 
no dang er from heating . 
Local dealers say it will take ex­ 
cep tionally g ood weather to enable 
them to handle it before December, i. 
Many 
fan n ers 
are 
anxious 
to 
m arket their corn. 
The m arket for 
corn for ship ment will op en with the 
p rice rang ing from 48 c to 50c p er 
bushel. 
Standard corn 
weig hs 
6 8 
p ounds to the bushel, and th at is the 
weig ht established by law after De­ 
cember 1st of each year, but there is 


so much difference in the condition of 
corn in the early p arts of the crib­ 
bing season th at buyers do not buy 
corn at the standard weig ht. 
Com coming to m arket now’ varies 
in weig ht from 7 3 to 7 8 p ounds to the 
bushel, while earlier in the season it 
weig hed as hig h as 9 3 p ounds.

London, Nov. 11.—On a full scale on 
the war office grounds near Chatham, 
the 
new 
monorail 
railw’ay, 
which 
works on the principle of the gyro­ 
scope, and which was first shown here 
In model form some eighteen months 
ago before the Royal Society by its in­ 
ventor, Louis Brennan, C. B., has just 
received its first public demonstra­ 
tion. 
The guests witnessed a specta­ 
cle as marvellous and as revolutionary 
from the standpoint of transportation 
as that which aeroplanes have fur­ 
nished 
during the 
past two years. 
They saw a ear forty feet long, ten 
feet wide 
and thirteen 
feet high, 
weighing twenty-two tons, mounted on 
a single rail running freely about 
curves of all sorts and angles carrying 
forty passengers with safety as com­ 
plete and vibration far less than the 
ordinary passenn*»r car. 
The vehicle runs in a circle an 
eighth of a mile in circumference at 
a speed of twenty-five miles an hour, 
with eighty horsepower, without the 
slightest tendency to leave the rail. 
Two gyroscopes, weighing three-quar- 
tq/fc of a ton each, automatically sup­ 
ply perfect stability. 
The rail closely 
resbmbles the ordinary one, except 
thal the top Is somewhat curved and 
the rims of the wheels correspond to 
this curve. 
The gyroscopes make 
3,0i0 revolutions a minute. 
The mo­ 
tive power is entirely self-contained 
in a gasoline engine which is used to 
drive the dynamo. 
Mr. Brennan ex­ 
plained that he finds the efficiency of 
the new principle in a full-sized car 
far greater proportionately than in the 
model. 
He is convinced that the mo­ 
norail will soon revolutionize railroad 
transportation. 
With vehicles double 
and trefeel the size of the present one 
a speed ©f 151 miles an hour can be 
attained with greater safety than six­ 
ty miles an hour under the present 
transportation conditions.

President Taft got back to Washing­ 
ton from his swing around the cir­ 
cle, the longest swing of that charac­ 
ter ever taken by any president during 
the term of his service in that high 
office. 
He had travelled approximate­ 
ly 13,000 miles, had gone into thirty- 
three states and two territories and 
had crossed over into Mexico.

record-breaking tour was begun at 
Beverly, Mass., on Sept. 15 and ex­ 
tended over a period of fifty-iHx days. 
It was a royal welcome home to the 
president—that Is from the Washing­ 
ton viewpoint. 
Washington seldom 
enthuses over its great men and usu­ 
ally the presence of a brass band and 
a regiment or two of uniformed troops 
Is neoessary to bring out any consid 
erable number of the capital’s citizens 
on occasions of informal ceremony like 
that last night.

pulled in at 8:33 o’clock.
